Materia Medica. 


HE was readily allow'd the Prince of Bo- 
2 of his Time; the Reſpect that was ſaid 
to have been ſhew'd him whilſt at Herſailles, 
muſt convince Mankind what Eſteem he was 
in amongſt the higheſt Rank of Princes; for 

Story goes, that whilſt he viſited this Palace, 
Orders were given for the Waters to play; 

this being an unuſual Favour to any but Prin- 
ces; it was ask'd, what Prince was preſent ; to 
which Anſwer was given, that the Prince of 
Botaniſts was there: Without depending on 
the Truth of this Relation, his Travels into 
foreign Countries, his Labours and Pains to 
A 3; collect

collect new Plants and to digeſt the old, are + 
plain Proofs of his Induſtry in this Part of Phy- 
fick. A Man muſt truly be in Love with a 
Science, who ſeeks no Profit from his Re- 
ſearches, and who neglects his Family to ſerve 
the Publick ; how far this was the Caſe of this 
great Man appears from a Publication of his 
Paradiſus Batavus done for the ſake of his 
Widow by Dr. Sherrard ; which, however, 
Dr. IV barton in his Schola Botanica, and in his 
Prodromus Paradifi Batavi, calls imperfet, 


GREAT Pains have been taken, that the 47 
Tranſcript ſhou'd be as perfect as cambe at this 
Diſtance of Time; becauſe it is compil'd and 
collected carefully from the Dictates of two of his 

S.tudents, which were caſually lodg'd in private 
Hands ever ſince the Doctor's Death; and as 
there were Hopes, that they wou'd have been 
246 make during his Lafe-time, no Attempt to 
have prevented him cou'd be pardonable ; and 
as after his Death freſh Hopes were given 
us, that they wou'd ſhortly ſee Day, then alſo 
it wou'd have been unjuſt to have gone about 
a Work, which was really another's Property, 
and which wou'd have had the Character of 
the Author's finiſhing Hand: But as the Work

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_ - Hr recites both the Ancients and Moderns 
for the Virtues he aſſigns, and he every where 
makes judicious Remarks upon their Uſes, 
which is a high Recommendation to the Work :

Ingredients ; thoſe are to* be 2 Lei- 
ſure in proper Authors, and T know none I 
ſhall ſooner adviſe to conſult than this Work, 
and an Abſtract uſually give the Pupils 
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to write out. Nothing better, or more natu- 
rally follows a general Courſe, than a Detail of 
"Particulars, and Dr. Har man's anſwers this End 
effectually. | : 


IIx is Matter of Grief and Wonder, how 
Dr. Harman's Materia Medica came to miſcare 
ry, after we had been promis'd it from Dr. Sher- 
_ rard ; for in the Paradiſus Batavus, which the 
Dr. was ſo kind as to publiſh for the ſake of 
the Widow, Mention 1s made that that Work 
wou'd ſoon be publih'd ; however it never yet 
came to Hand, and I believe it is very likely 
never will ; for Reaſons T am now about to 
mention: The Widow Stamph did afterwards 
marry one Dr. Emmer/on, who was à Gentle- 
man that follow'd the Army: This Phyſi- 
cian being in Poſſeſſion of what belong'd to 
the Widow, dy'd in the Army, and his Rela- 
tions, whom 1 was perſonally acquainted with, 
did never recover the leaſt Part of what the 
Dr. poſſeſs'd, fo that the Works of Dr. Har- 
man were there loſt: And as the Soldiery ſel- 
dom have any Taſte for Books, more eſpecially, 
ſcholaſtick ones; I fancy, I am not much out 
in my Conjectures, if I ſay, they never will be 
recover'd, and conſequently, this may be equal-

ble, mineral or animal Kingdom, but what he 
has deſcended to take Notice of, and has fairly 
and reaſonably accounted for the Operations 
and Virtues they enjoy. We may ſay that 
Plants have certain and ſpecifick Virtues, but 
we muſt prove what we ſay; and chymical Ana- 
lyſis is one of the ſureſt Baſes to proceed on to 
diſcover the Textures of Drugs. This he has 
all along infifted on, and from thence he has 
reaſonably ſettled the Virtues ofjall contain'd 
in the Work. I believe, I am not miſtaken, if 
J affirm Dr. Harman to have been the firſt, 
who attempted this Method, and whoever has 
follow'd the ſame, have copied after this learned 
Profeſſor. There are ſome, who reject all Rea- 
ſoning in Phylick, and mock at any Rationale 
'on Drugs or Diſeaſes, they patroniſe Experi- 
ence only : It is certainly right to rely on Ex- 
perience, but what is more fallacious ? Men of 
Experience are the moſt readily, and the moſt 
frequently deceiv'd of all Mankind ; they de- 
pend upon Analogy or Similitude for their ſole 
Guide, this Caſe ſeems to be like the Caſe of 
ſuch a Patient, ſay they, and ſuch was cur'd by 
ſuch Meaſures 3. and the Procedure proves as 
dangerous, as the Miſtake proves of more or 
leſs Conſequence ; and without narrowly exami- 
ning every Circumſtance, there can be no Cure 
made, and this Indolence can never be enough 
exploded. By this Method it is, that old Prac- 
titioners pretend a Superiority over their Bet- 
ters: The true Phyſician is he who has modell'd 
his Experience into a Rationale, ſuch a Man 
can never fail of Succeſs, but where the Parts 
are irrecoyerable. 54 
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Io deſcend to a particular Explanation on 


the Virtues of Drugs, or to a Detail on 


each Claſs, wou'd be too extenſive for a Pre-

3 but in general Virtues depend on the 
exture or ſubſtantial Form, on chymical Prin- 
ciples and on the mechanical Affections jointly; 
that is, on the eſſential Properties of Bodies, 
on their Species, and on Matter with its Attri- 
butes, namely, Gravity, Attraction, Magni- 
tude, Figure, Motion, Situation, and the reſt. 
Theſe are the compleat Alphabet, by which all 
Phonomena in Nature are ſpelt and explain'd, 
and to ſay the Truth, the chymical Principles 
themſelves don't act, but by their Figure, their 
Situation, their Motion, and their other me- 
chanical Properties ; and we may therefore ac- 
knowledge theſe as the firſt Occaſion of the 
Virtues of Medicines. It is however certain, 
that each of theſe Principles. do conſtantly en- 
joy a ſet Number and a determinate Quantit 


of theſe mechanical Affections, which-make the Y 


Virtues of all of them analogous to each other 


for the moſt Part; becauſe ſome of them do 
act, in ſome Points, differently, tho apparently 


the ſame in all Reſpects as far as we can diſ- 
cover; and this is the Reaſon, why ſome are 
ſaid to act ſpecifically in many Caſes, as ſhall be 
obſerv d anon: For Example, all, volatile Spi- 

rits agree in atrenuating Viſcidities, in correct- 
ing Acidities, in thinning Oils, in ſtimulating 
the Solids, and in returning a due Elaſticity to 
them, where Acids have made them too rigid; 
but then there are found by Experience ſome 


Effects, by which we readily ſee that ſome of

them excel others of that Kind, and in parti- 
cular, we find, that the Spirit of human Blood 
_ exceeds Spirit of Urine in curing Epilepſies; 
that Mercury has an Effe& of curing the vene- 
real Acid better than any other Metallick we yet 
know; that the Woods, of Guaiacum eſpecially, 
correct the Faults impreſs'd on the Fibres by 
Mercury, better than any other Vegetables yet ' 
diſcover'd ; what do we diſcover in the Pery- 


'  ©ian Bark, either by Analyſis or Syntheſis, which 


gives it the Pre-eminence over Chamomile Flow- 
ers, Salt of Wormwood, Rzverius's Secret of 
Salt of Tartar in Water, or of any other Fe- 
brifuge; and which makes it ſo ſure in its Ef- 
fects, and ſo much relied on, above all others? 
We find Earth in all theſe, and we alſo find a 
fixt Salt in them; we explain their Effects in 
the ſame Manner we do thoſe of the Bark, 
but yet we find the Bark more ſure and ſteady 
in curing periodical Diſofders, than any one 
of theſe! Wherefore we may ſafely affirm, 
that ſome Drugs are more effectual againſt ſome 
_ Caſes, than their Lites I wou'd not be mi- 
ſtaken in what 1 fay ; there are ſome ſo prag- 
matick, that they will prefer their Choice of an 
analogous Medicine to other Preſcribers, and 
by their unparallell'd Aſſurance often foiſt up- 
on the Patients and Phyſicians attending them, 
their ill-choſen Secrets, as Specificks, by which 
they gain their Point, becauſe if the Patients 
recover, nothing cou'd have done- ſuch Feats, 
put their Secret. IT am far from meaning ſuch. 
contemptible Specificks, I ſpeak of ſuch as have 
undergone the Teſt, of ſuch as ſeldom or 
never fail upon Experience: It is certain, that 
Medicines of one and the ſame Claſs do — 
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from each other in the Concentration of their 
Salts and Oils, in the Diſpoſition of their Prin- 
ciples, in the Gravity of Parts, in Hardneſs, 
and other mechanical Affections, which, tho 
we are ſure the Difference conſiſts in ſome one 
or more of theſe, we have not throughly exa- 
min'd into. And as the caſual Diſcoveries of 
the Virtues of Medicines are much eaſier to 
Practitioners, than ſweating over Particulars, 
we may never arrive at; the Gentlemen of 
the Faculty are contented to reaſon by Ana- 
logy, and to try thoſe Drugs which are found 
to have eminent Virtues by analyſing them, 
and by compounding them, or blending them 
with other Materials to make them confeſs 
their Principles and their Properties: Our 
Senſes make us Maſters of their tafile Qua- 
a lities, whether they be hard, ſoft, heavy, ſo- 
norous, colour d, ſharp, pungent, - bitter, fra- 
grant or fetid, elaſtick, cohæſive, hot, cold, dry, 
moiſt, fixt, volatile, corroſive, thick, thin, cy- 
hndrical, pointed, cubical, quickly or flowly 
extricable, and ſuch like; and our Underſtand- 
ing enables us to draw Conſequences from the 
preceding Heads. It wou'd ſeem a Paradox to 
affirm that Paper was made by Motion, till 
we come to ſay, as Mr. Keill obſerves, that) 
from Motion ariſes Heat; from Heat proceeds 
Vapours; from Vapours, Rain; from Rain, a 
watring the Seeds; from watring, Plants grow; 
from the Plant of Linſeed is made Thread; 
from Thread, Cloth ; and from Cloth, Paper. 
Upon one Head a great many fine Deductions 
depend, and a ſmall Diſcovery grows very 
bulky in its Conſequence : Phyſick owes infi- 
nite Thanks to common Obſervers of N _

but when Men of Parts pique themſelves upon 
Reſearches, the World owes them infinite Be- 
nefactions, tho? their uſual Reward reaches no 
higher than Veneration; this being a Seaſon,

a ſet Number of Bodies cloath'd with ſtated 
Properties, which are their mechanical Affec-

Variety in Preſcription fails of Sufficiency , 
however elegant and neat it may appear. -It is 


hardly credible, that ſuch Crouds of Diſeaſes 


ſhou'd be taken off by fo ſcanty an Apparatus; 


young Men, indeed, will have no Reaſon to be 
terrify'd at a Study, where ſo ſmall a Stock of 
Drugs ſerves all the Demands of Practice; 
fince running a few Changes ſerves their Turn, 
there is an intire Diſcouragement for Appli- 
cation. In Morals, Epictetus tells us that the 
Obſervance of two Words comprehends the 
whole Art of the Management of our Paſſions, 


that is, Bear, and Forbear; and at the Rate 


Phyſick is now ſtudied, two Words well ob- 


ſerv'd ſerve a Phyſician's Turn, that is, Dro .

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and Addreſs. This ſhort Method carries, bes 
ſides its Inſufficiency, another certain Inconve- 
nience along with it; namely, ſo few a Num- 
ber of Preſcriptions are readily remember'd by 
all, and by it Phyſicians will naturally inch 
themſelves out of Practice: The phyſiological 
and pathological Part of Phyſick may be ea- 
gerly purſu'd by Men of Learning and Honour; 
but ſo much is attributed to the Neatneſs of 
preſcribing, that ſo we preſcribe neatly, *tis no 
Matter whether it be juſtly accommodated : 
But alas ! Is there not an Account to be gi- 
ven to a future BEING? Are Circum- 
ſtances attending always uniform? Will Bli- 
ſters and teſtaceous Medicines always anſwer 
our Ends in all various Fevers? Muſt not 
the Means anſwer to the producing Cauſes ? 
Muſt not the Remedies indicated bear an ex 
act Correſpondence with the Agents? Is there 
ſo thin a Partition between Phyſicians and Pre- 
tenders? When Men tell us, that one Sheet 
will contain all that's neceſſary to Practice, it 
is to be hop'd, they are ſo modeſt, as to make 
this Aſſertion on themſelves only, and then the 
better Part of laborious and ſtudious Mankind 
will never diſpute the Matter with them; for 

what Reaſon is there to call Men to Queſtion 
about what only concerns themſelves; I be- 
lieve, it wou'd be both more honeſt and more 
politick to be better, if not throughly vers'd in 
the whole Materia Medica; and if young Phy- 
ficians ſet out with this Deſign, there cannot 
be found a Book more copious or inſtructive 
than theſe Sheets of Dr. Harman's. . 
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The PREFACE Wn 
IT is however true, that there remains a 
great Deal to be ſaid on the Rationale of Me- 
dicines, which will be the more refin'd, the 
more we know of the Materials of Phyfick. 
Trial alone enriches this Part of our Profeſ- 
fion : Experiments bring the only Lights we 
expect to introduce a true Rationale; without 
them it is in vain to attempt to reaſon of the 
various Phænomena of Nature; to aſſert a Sen- 
timent without torturing Nature for an An- 
ſwer is returning to the old Vomit; Phyſick 
had ſwallow'd heretofore Hypotheſes very plen- 
tifully, and to run upon them ſtill, is ſettling 
a firm Faith upon Error: There is much greater 
Honour to be gain'd by confeſſing our Igno- 
rance and ſuſpending our judgment, than to 
make bold and ignorant Aſſertions: Indeed, 
where Experiments fail us and we are oblig' d 
to act, we are reduc'd to the Streights of fol- 
lowing a probable Opinion, out of which how- 
ever we ought to extricate ourſelves, with our 
whole Power, as ſoon as we can. There are 
Plans laid down for our Enquiries, and we ought 
ſeriouſly to apply to the Work: What can be 
more worth our While than to ſerve our Fel- 
low-Creatures, tho? at the Expence of our Lives 
and Fortunes? This Part is far from being 
yet complete, we know a great Deal of it, but 
it is an inexhauſtible Subject. It is a Work of 
Ages to come, fince new Phenomena will al- 


ways be occurring to us, either by Chance or 
Induſtry. |

Wo of Old ever dreamt of Gun-Powder,

did it generally with a very ſimple Remedy; 
that is, with ſome one vegetable, mineral or 
animal Medicine. So that altho? I wou'd en- 
courage an ample Knowledge in the' Materials 
we deal in, yet I wou'd: by no Means encoii- 
rage jumbles; but as we know, perhaps, forty 255 
Medicines equally good, that wou'd anſwer our

To be ſerviceable to Mankind Learning is 
preferable to Wit: This is fitter for Converſa- 
tion and light Entertainment, but that is pro- 
per for the Cabinet; ſoothing and curing a Di- 
ſemper are not univocal Words: Wit is too 
volatile to wait for Events, but Learning. is 
the beſt Introduction to a patient Enquiry. 
The Man of Application is curious and grap- 
ples with Difficulties readily, and unravels them 
with Eaſe. N 
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As to the Work, I believe it highly uſe- 
ful to young Beginners in Practice, and thoſe 
more adyanc'd need not be aſham'd to peruſe 
it upon Emergencies : My ſettled Opimon is, 
that it will anſwer the Ends the Tranſlator has 
propos' d: However ſo far I do rely on it, as 
to adviſe its Peruſal by ſuch as honour. me 
with their Attendance in the Winter Seaſon.

the ſame Sentiments expreſſed in any other Terms 
than the moſt modern: For this Reaſon I be-

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lieved it would not be taken amiſs, if a ſhort 
Diſcourſe were prefixed to the Work, that all 


may be equally pleaſed with this their Entertain- 


ment, and may be informed to dreſs up their 
Thoughts in what Language they find moſt 


agreeable to their Hearers. 


IN order to compaſs this Deſign, I ſhall pre- 
miſe ſome few Obſervables, which cannot readi- 
ly fall into the Body of this Rationale. 


IN our Inquiries into natural Cauſes, we muſt 
conſider, whether the Search be concerning 


Things or their Actions; if concerning the for- 
mer, then do we ask aſter their £/e2xce, after their 


eſſential and adventitious Qualities. For Exam- 
ple, If we take the Ef//ence of Matter into our 
Conſideration, we ſhall find that Extenſion is that 
Effence ; becauſe, take away Extenſion, Quan- 
tity, Bulk, or Body, from Matter, and we loſe 


all Notion of Matter; and once ſuppoſe that Ex- 


tenſion in Being, then do we conceive Matter 


to exiſt: If we take the eſſential or univerſal 


Properties, Qualities, Aſfections, Faculties, Paſ- 


fions or Powers; (for all theſe Names denote one 


and the fame Thing) under Conſideration, then 
do we find, that Gravity, Motion, Diviſbility, 


Figure and Impenetrability, (whoſe particular 


Qualities are, Texture, Order, Poſition, and 
Diſtance) are ſuch eſſential Powers of Matter 
becauſe they neceſſarily depend upon Extenſion, 
and preſuppoſe it. Laſtly, If we enquire into 
the accidental or adventitious Properties or Qua- 
lities of Matter, we ſhall be informed very rea- 
dily what they are; for whatever Quality, Mat- 
ter may ſubſiſt without, is called accidental; 

5 1 Matter 
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Matter is neither eſſentially hot, cold, or colour- 
ed: Iron, for Example, is Iron ſtill, whether 
heated or cool'd, whether ſuſpended in Liquor, 
or precipitated from it: From this general In- 
quiry into Matter, we ſhall ſhew you below, 
what Uſe it may be of to medical Inquiries. 


I weenquire into Actions or Operations, we 
are then to take into Conſideration the Powers or 
Faculties, the Actions themſelves, their Root, and 
the Modus of Action. For Example, When we 
think of Reſpiration, we conſider it as a Power 

' Which is exerciſed by Animals from the Struc- 
ture of the Part: Animality is here the Root 
of this Action, becauſe nothing, beſides Animals, 
breathes. The Power is the Capacity there is 

in Animals to breathe, which flows from this, 
that as an Animal, there is a Faculty of Re- 
ſpiration. The Action, or actual Reſpiration, is 
an accident flowing from the Power; an Acci- 
dent, I ſay, becauſe the Power may never be 
put into Action: As to the Modus of this Acti- 
on, it ariſes from the Conſideration of the Stru- 
tare of the Breaſt and Lungs, of the Contents 
of our Veſſels, of the Circulation of the Heart, 
and of the Air. In Actions, we always know 
the Power from the Actions of that Power, but 
we often know nothing of the Textures or Modes 
of theſe Powers and Actions: For Example, 
We know the attractive Power of the Load-ſtone, 
and if we approach it with Iron, it then exer- 
| cies its Power, or it then is in Action, whilſt 
we are entirely ignorant of the internal Structure 
or Texture of this Stone, as we muſt acknow- 
ledge we are in the Manner of its acting, becauſe 
there are almoſt inſuperable Difficulties againſt 
EET. . tubs 
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ſubſtantial or material Efluvia. Again, we 
know the Power and Action, and ſome- 
times the Manner of Adion of Bodies, but 
are not at all informed of the Texture of ſome 
Bodies: For Example, We know that there is 
an elaſtick Power in Steel, by which, when it 
is bent, it recoils when let go, whilſt we know 
nothing of the Cauſe of, or Texture that cau- 
ſes, this Elaſticity: Here therefore is a Pow- 
er, an Action, and the Manner of this Acti- 
on known, but the Cauſe unknown. Sometimes 
indeed we know all, namely, we know, that vo- 
latile Salts and Acids, placed fo as to touch 
each other, do raiſe a Struggle : Here we know 
the Power, the Action, the Modus of this Acy 
tion, and the different Textures of theſe ſeveral 
Bodies, as far as is neceſſary for us to know. 


HAVING thus taken a tranſient View of 
ſome Terms made Uſe of by Mankind, to ex- 
preſs their Ideas, I ſhall begin with ſome pro- 
per Remarks on the mechanick Principles of Bo, 
dies and their particular Dependencies.

| Fi RS T then, I muſt take the Liberty to 
obſerve to you, that all Philoſophers do unani- 
mouſly agree, that. in Bodies there is an ani ver- 
ſal Matter, which in all Bodies is the ſame, and 
immutable; it is the ſame in Metals, Minerals, 
and Animals. It were eaſy to prove the Ex- 
iſtence of ſuch Matter, but my Limits don't ſuf 
fer me to deſcend to Particulars that conduce ſo 
| little to the Deſign in hand. | 


| 1 . therefore ſhall in this Prologue only take 
Fete of ths wire cated of ante 
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Philoſophers ſay, with Quantity, that is, as it is 
extended and bulky; and altho? all this Matter, 
of which IT now ſpeak, is eſſentially extended; 
yet all Extenſions arenot Matter, otherwiſe void 
Spaces, Angles, Modes, Shadows, Surfaces, 
Lines and Points, call'd Mathematical, would 
properly be called Matter ; whereas, they are 
only and really accidental Modes : For Example, 
An Angle is an Inclination of one Line towards 


another, but this Inclination does not compoſe 
the Body that inclines; however it has real 


Properties, diſtindt from Matter, as all know. 
Bodies, thus extended, are divided into Solids 
and Fluids: A Solid Body is that which has an 


unequal Surface, - which touches in many 


Points; and the more Points they touch in, the 
more ſolid is that Body reputed to be: 4 Fluid 
Body, that is, a Body which yields and gives 


ready Way when touched, is a Body compoſed 
of circular Corpuſcles; and as Circles are the 


Meaſure of Contact in other Bodies, the more 
Bodies recede from being circular, they touch in 
more Points; fo that Fluids are reputed Circu- 
lar, and Solids, Cubical, in their Surfaces,—Tt 
would ſeem a Parodox to affirm, that the com- 
ponent Parts of Fluids are ſolid; but as Water 
itſelf is incompreſſible into a narrower Compals, 
by the ſtrongeſt Efforts of Art, and as its Change 
of Surface into another Figure makes it into a 


Solid, we need have no Doubt of the Truth of 


this Aſſertion. TI here confider Extenſion in all 


its various Lights, and to this is referred the 


Difference of the Pores in all Bodies, ſome of 
which are vaſtly more large than others. This 
Matter differs in various Subjects, ſo innumera- 
'þly, that it is rarely ſymbolical or alike Dy all 
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Particulars, in two Bodies; | becauſe in ſome it 
is hard, in others light, in others ductile, and 
varies ſo much in Singulars or Individuals, that 


this Variety is the Source and Origin of the va- 
rious Textures of Bodies : This Matter is alſo 


the Source of theſe Principles, which Phyſicians 


and Chymiſts have denominated CHymical. I muſt 
obſerve to you, that the Solidity of any Matter 
is tolerably gueſs'd at, by its Incapacity of being 
reduced into Powder, tho' a good deal of Pains 
be taken with it to effect it, and by its reſiding 


in 2 Fluid, for ſome Time, without communi- 


cating any Virtue to that Fluid, or very little at 
leaſt; for if it be equally ſolid every where, the 
Liquor receives little from it, that is, if it is a 
bomogeneal Solid. 


HA v1NG ſlightly touched upon Extenſion, 


or on Matter, I ſhall alto briefly run over its 


eſſential Properties, among the firſt and chief of 


which I repute Gravity in its full Extent, whe- 
ther in Deſcents, Compreſſions, or its other Ef- 
fects, which is divided into the Power and Acti- 


on: The Power of itſelf is a Tendency towards 


the Centre of the Earth, and the Action or Ex- 


erciſe of this Power, is an actual Deſcent ; or, 
in its Effects, is all that can be compaſſed by 
Weight, Preſſure, Elaſticity, or any ſuch preſ- 
five Force. The Power is called Gravity, and 
its Action is called Gravitation; and as Gravity, 


with relation to Bodies, is called the Weigbis of 


ſuch Bodies; therefore Bodies are weighty in 
As then the 


Proportion to their Gravity: 
Weights of Bodies are proportionable to the 
Quantity of Matter in them, it follows, that a 


greater Quantity of Matter produces a greater

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Gravity, and a leſſer, a leſs Gravity; ſo that 


Levity is a relative Property, that is, no Body 


is called light, but with Regard to ſome other 
heavier Body to which it is compared; when 
ever therefore Bodies grow heavier than they 
were, it muſt neceffarily be inferred they have 
received ſome additional Matter; and as cal- 
| cin'd Bodies grow larger and heavier, it is not 
from their Bulk, but from the Addition of Mat- 
ter they receive from the Fire, that they weigh 
more; they loſe indeed in their /pecifick Gravi- 
ty, but increaſe in their abſolute- This leads me 
to conſider what is meant by the /pecifick Gravi- 
ty of Bodies: It is Gravity compared with the 
Bulk of any Body; for Example, When we ſay 
that Gold is ſpecifically heavier than Silver, we 
mean that Gold, with reſpect to its Bulk, has 
more Gravity than Silver has with reſpect to its 
Bulk; and it muſt therefore weigh more than Sil- 


| ver of the ſame Size does. Denſity is ſpecifick 


Gravity conſidered under a different View; for 
as ſpecifick Gravity is Gravity, ſo Denſity is 
Quantity of Matter in any Body, compared to 
its Bulk; ſo that when J fay the Earth is den- 
fer than the Sun, I mean, conſidering their Bulks 
to be equal, the Earth has more Matter in it, in 
the ſame Size or Compaſs, than the Sun has: 
This Denſity of Bodies, or this ſpecifick Gravi- 
ty, may be a little advanced; for Gold, which 
we will ſuppoſe homogeneal, may, by a Ham- 
mer, be made to weigh more ſpecifically, by 
having its Pores made narrower. It is however 
ſtrange, that Gold is compreſſible, whilft Water 
is not. There is another Conſideration of Gra- 
vity, which we call Reſpective; and this is only 
a Compariſon of the Difference of the * 
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Gravity of a Solid from that of the Fluid, it 
ſwims, or reſides, or is ſuſpended in. And as 
the Denſities and Gravities of Bodies are in the 
Tame Ratio's, if we conſider them as equal 
Weights with reſpe& to their different Bulks; 
the Moles will then be inverſely, as the Den- 
 fity; that is, the greater is the Bulk, the lefs 
will the Denſity of any Body be; and the lefs 
is its Bulk, the greater Denſity it will have; 
the fame Body, in a natural and a rarified State, 
will command this conſideration, being denſer in 
the firft than in the latter. In all Matter there 
is 4 vis inertiæ, a Power of Reſiſtence, and Bo- 
dies do reſiſt Motion in Proportion to the Quan- 
tity of Matter they contain; and Bodies do 
conquer Refiſtances in Proportion to their Quan- 
tities of Matter, with reſpe& to their Bulks; 
the more a Body weighs, and the leſs it is, it 
will be, when put in equal Motion, carried fur- 
ther than its contrary, for two Reaſons: Firſt, 
becauſe its Quantity of Matter is greater, and 
then, as it is leſs, it is leſs retarded; hence is 
it, that Mercury is fo powerful a deobſtruent 
Medicine, for its Surface, cæteris paribus, being 
ſmall, and its reſpective Quantity of Matter be- 
ing great, the ſame Degree of Celerity will hur- 
ry it into the deepeſt Receſſes of our Veſſels, be- 
cauſe it will be retarded according to its Surface, 
and will beat down all Reſiſtance, in Proportion 
to the Matter contained in it; for it is nearly 
 homogeneal ; by which I mean, that it is eve= | 
ry where of an equal Denſity, not heavier. in 
one Part than another, each Particle being near- 
ly alike; when, as ſome Bodies are heterogeneal, 
and dont every where weigh alike; thus it was in 
Hiero's Crown, and thus it was, that a Diſcovery 
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2s of that Cheat was made. It may readily be 
3 proved, that this Gravity, of which I have been 
al = ſpeaking, is a Power, becauſe Bodies preſs againſt 
S any Obſtacle reſiſting their Deſcent, ) as we. all 
1 feel when we bear Weights. It does ſometimes 
is happen indeed, that we are not ſenſible of this 
is Preſſure, ſo divers don't feel the Weight of Wa- 
1d ter upon them; nor does a Perſon, holding out 
E, his Hand extended in theAir, feel any Load up- 
in on his Hand; becauſe in theſe Caſes, the Fluids 
e mentioned preſs equally every where around; 
J- ſo that the Weight upon the upper Parts are 
= reſiſted by the lower, and are repelled by them 
0 equally, ſo that the Weight upon our Body, and 
- that below it, are in æquilibrio; and therefore 
z neither is felt. This Power, as to its Cauſe, is 
t inexplicable; we don't know, why Bodies ſhould 
F tend to the Centre of the Earth, but we know 
XY they do; we alſo know, that this Power a&s 
d more vigorouſly in Proportion to its Approach- 
s es to the Earth's Centre; and we know, that as 
&- / Bodies are more diſtant from the Earth and its 
1 Centre, the leſs is Gravitation in a duplicate Pro- 
- portion, that is, if the Moon be four Times leſs 
— diſtant from the Earth than the Sun, cæteris pa- 
- ribus, the Moon will gravitate ſixteen Limes 
1 more than the Sun towards it. This Diffe- 
1 | rence of Gravitation appears in Pendulums, 
1 which muſt be made ſhorter at the Æquator to 
. vibrate a Second, than with us in the oblique 
L Sphere of England; betauſe, as Bodies weigh 
5 leſs there, the Oſcillations will be longer when 


the Pendulum is longer. As I have ſpoke of 
Gravitation, and as Attraction and Gravitation 
are one and the ſame Thing, give me Leave to 
ſpeak of what we mean by Attraction; on A

Tendency, a Niſws, a Concitus, a gravitating of 
one Body towards another, and without 
into its phyſical Cauſe of Impulſe, which 1 am 
afraid we ſhall never reach; we ſhall not be a- 
ſhamed to refer it into the Almighty' s Will at 
the Creation of Matter, Who implanted this Pro- 
rty in all Bodies, and all its known Effects. 
Fan ſhall not affirm this only active Principle to be 
eſſential to Matter, but it is a known Proper - 
ty, and its Laws are conſtant: It is called an oc- 
cult Quality, becauſe we know nothing of its 
* Cauſe z but it is a known and real Property of 
Natter. Without entering into a large Detail of 
its Laws, I ſhall obſerve, that Attraction is al- 
ways proportionable to the Quantity of Matter 
in any Body, or to the Summ of the united For- 
ces of each attracting Particle; and hence it is 
that Acid Salts, I mean the concentrid Salts are 
generally the moſt attractive of all the chymical 
— — for in the fame Bulk they weig 
bee more than other Bodies do, and are 
therefore the principal Cauſes of Motion ar 
Fluids and other Bodies. This Attraction en- 
creaſes with Proximity, and decreaſes with Di- 
ſtancc; ſo that, at a large Diſtance, there will 
be no Attraction or Action; and the nearer Bo- 
dies approach to a Contact, che ſtronger will be 
this Attraktion. Suppoſe a Body circular, its 
Attraction within ſuch a Body is in an mverſd 
Proportion to the Diſtance from the Centre of 


that Particle, that is, at a ſmall Diſtance, the 
Attraction will be great, and at a great one, mall; | 
and this what we commonly call the Attrattion ; 
of Cohefion : But if we meaſure the Attraction 
without the Circle of this Body, then is that 
| Body attratted by another i in a reciprocal Pro-

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portion to the Square of the Diſtance from the 
Centre; that is, at a ſmall Diſtance, the At- 
traction will be great; at a large Diſtance, ſmaſl. 
It is by Virtue of this active Principle, or this 
Attraction, that Salt is diſolved and diffuſed in 
Water; for Salt having more Matter in it, Bulk 
for Bulk, than Water has; the Water attracts 
it, or it "attralts the Water to it more ſtrongly 
than the Particles of the Water attract them 
| ſelves; and therefore is it ſuſpended in the Wa- 
ter: Fixt Salts do attract Water ſooner than 
Oil, becauſe Water is heavier than Oil, and Oi 
is lighter than Salt; and therefore the Salt and 
Water attract each other; and this is the Caſe. 
in making Soap. Earths and fixt Salts attra& 
the Acid pag the Oils, and take off the En- 
reuma. Fixt Salts, deſtroying all diſſipable 
adler from Sand, or attracting them, and 
ing off into the Air, makes the Sand attract itſelf 
| and become Glaſs. But enough of this Property 
in this Place: There is alſo a repulſive Force in 
Bodies, by which they refuſe any Union with 
each other ; ſo Steel and Quickfilver don't unite, 
nor does Quickſilver unite with Braſs, without 
another attracting Medium, or a common At- 
tractor to both, that is, without Spirit of Nitre, 
which diſſolves either Quickſilver 8 Braſs equal-

TRE next Property we ſhall take ute Con: 
bade is, the Divifibility of Matter; fo long 
as we can conceive a Body extended, ſo long 
may it be further divided; to take it in any o- 
* View, would be to ſuppoſe it in our Power 
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to annihilate Matter: Hence this Power is eſti- 
mated by the Number of Particles in, and the 
Magnitude of Bodies. It is evident to a De- 
monſtration, that tho the Magnitude be finite, 
yet the Number of Parts are infinite: And the 
late Inquiries have made us all agree, that an in- 
finite Series of Numbers, decreaſing in any Ra- 
tio, may be made equal to a finite Number; 
Diviſibility anſwers to the Number of Parts in 
Bodies, which being infinite, Bodies are infinite-— 
1y diviſible. . The vaſt Number of Efluvia emit- 
ted by ſome Bodies, for a long Continuance of 
Time, whilſt thoſe Bodies are little diminiſhed 
in their Weight thereby, give us a plain and 
complete Idea of how minute Parts, Bodies 
are compounded of, and how-prodigiouſly ſmall 
their component Parts muſt be. Volatile Spi- 
Tits 'on Salts, expoſed for a long Time, do ſen- 


' fibly emit Efiuvia; and when all thoſe moya- 
ble Parts are exhaled, and the Vehicles are left 
vapid and fpiritleſs, how little of their Weight 
do we find diminiſhed ? Bodies, divided into im- 
. palpable Powders, bear more Surface, and are bul- 
Eier than the ſame Bodies are in groſs; becauſe 
Spheres, Cubes, or Solids, decreaſe in a tri- 
plicate, whilſt their Surfaces only decreaſe in 
a duplicate Proportion: Wherefore, whilſt Bo- 
dies upon Diviſion grow very ſmall, their Sur- 
faces will be large; for ſmaller Bodies reſpective- 
1y, or with regard to their Contents, have lar- 
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ger Surfaces than great ones, with reſpe& to 
theirs, as appears by Computation; for whilſt 
the Surface of a Body of 4 Inches Diameter is 
equal to 16, and its Contents to 64; and whilſt 
the Surface of a Body of 2 Inches Diameter is 
equal to 4 Inches, and its Contents to 8; it fol- 
lows, that 16 to 64 is only 4, whilſt 4 to 8 is 
33 that is, whilſt a Body in poudering dimi- 
niſhes in its Largeneſs, it is then greater in its 
Surface than it was in the Lump. Pulveriſa- 
tion is of Uſe, where we would have a Medi- 
cine touch in more Points, as it happens in ma- 
ny Caſes; and on the contrary, it is to be ayoid- 


cd, where we abate any wiſhed for Effect: Hence 


the Diviſion of mercurius dulcis into any minute 
Particles, either by waſhing, pulveriſing, or ſub- 
ming it often into Calomel, robs it of its 
Points, or breaks the Figures of the Salts, 
and then we in great Meaſure deſtroy its ſtimu- 
lating, and conſequently its purgative Quality. 
As all Divifion is made by ſome Impulſe or Mo- 
_ we will deſcend to ſome Generals on that 


Mobility is a Power, and Motion is the Exer- 
ciſe of that Power; that is, the former is a Ca- 
paeity to be moved, and the latter is that Capa- 
city reduced into Action: There are three Ways 
of conſidering Motion, 1ſt. We regard Motion 
in abſtracto, or metaphyſically, that is, we reflect 
on what 7dea can be entertained of Motion; and 
here we conſider upon a Definition of it, which 
by Philoſophers is thus expreſſed, Motion is tbe 
Action of a Body at Reſt, or Exerciſe of a Be- 
ing capable of receiving Motion; and thus ends 
the Metaphyſical [= row 2 of Motion, where 
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we conſider its Nature or Eſſence only. Second- 
ly, We view Motion Phy/ically, or Motion in 
Concreto; and in that Proſpect, we conſider it as 
a Space or a Length run thro', or as a continu- 
al and ſucceſſive Change of Place; and in this we 
take a View of it, as it is, in Nature. Thirdly, 
Motion is confidered mathematically, and then 
we look on it as menſurable; we reflect on the 
Quantity of Motion, and this being its moſt uſe- 
ful Conſideration, it ought by us to be moſtly 
regarded. The Modes or Affections of this Mo- 
tion are Slowneſs and Swiftneſs. Duration is 
meaſured by Time, and Time by Motion of the 
heavenly Bodies. There are certain general 
Laws of Bodies in Motion, which cannot be 
deduced from the Properties of Bodies them- 
ſelves, and ſuch is centrifugal Motion; for in 
the circular Motion of a Body, the Body on the 
Circle would fly off in a Tangent; now this 
Motion does not depend on Gravity, but on the 
vis motrix, or vis impreſſa. No Determination 
whatever of Motion, whether in a direct, cir- 
eular, or elliptical Line, or under Reſilition, 
can be deemed deducible from Properties con- 
ſtituting Bodies, but from Impreſſions commu- 
nicated by ſome Agent. Where there is no 
Reſiſtence, Bodies fall from on high in equal 
Times; ſo that a Feather falls aſſoon as Gold: 
Whatever is moved, is moved by ſome Agent; 
and the moſt general Agents with us, are, Im- 
pulſe, Gravity, Fire, and Air. By virtue of Moti- 
on ariſe material EHuvia from Bodies, they being 
ſpecifically lighter than Air, are preſſed up into 
it, and affect our Organs; and this is the Caſe 
of Smells, which ſtrike our Noſtrils and other 
Parts; Hlectricity itſelf ariſes from this Foun- 
= V dation; 
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dation: It is hardly credible how much Motion 
has to do in Bodies, commonly ſuppos'd the leaſt 
capable of it; for even Ice itſelf, the ſtrongeſt 
Effect of Cold, has movable Parts in it; or how 
comes it to paſs, that Ice, by being kept, loſes of 
its Weight? The Quantity of Motion is an Eſti- 
mate made from the joint Confideration of Mat- 
ter in, and Velocity of, a Body. One Sort of Re- 
ſiſtence to Motion is always as the Velocity of 
the moving Body, ceteris paribus: If a Body 
moves in a fluid Medium, ſuch as is the Air or 
Mater, it is nearly as the Square of the Velocity, 
but in denſer Mediums, as the Velocity itſelf; 
| becauſe as Action and Reraction are equal, if 
the Moment be greater, the Velocity is greater 
the Velocity being greater, the Reſiſtence is 
greater; Oppoſition is as the Time, or inverſely as 
the Velocity; the leſs Time a Body moves in, 
the greater is the Velocity it moves with, and 
the leſs will be the Oppoſition. Centrifugal 
Forces are greater in Proportion to the Quantity 
of Matter in Bodies, if their Velocities be e- 
qual. And hence does it happen, that if two 
Bodies, equal in Bulk and Velocity, but une- 
qual in their Gravity, be propelled or revolved, 

in a Tube full of a Fluid, the more Matter the 
Body has, the further will that be carried; the 
ſame do we experience in a Ball and ſmall Shot 
from a Gun; the Ball, with the ſame Degree of 
Impulſe, will be carried much further than the 
ſmall Shot; the Ball is indeed more retarded, 
becauſe Retardation is as the Surfaces of the 
Bodies: But to recompenſe this Sort of Oppo- 
ſition, as it is weightier, and has more Matter 
in it, than the ſmaller; the ſtrict Reſiſtence is 
conquered according to the Difference of the 
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Quantity of Matter contained, which being con- 
ſiderable, it goes further in Proportion: This 
may be one Reaſon why Mercurials affect the 
Head ſo much. Acceleration of Bodies revol- 
ved, is in Proportion to the Diameter of 
the revolving Body; ſo that there is a greater 
Degree of Velocity in the Extremity of a large 
Circle or Wheel revolving, than there is in 
Points nearer to the Centre; and if the 
Earth moves, it muſt neceſſarily follow, as 
the Commentator on Tacguet, that the Head 
of a Traveller in a Day's Journey makes more 
Way, or moves a greater Pace, than the Feet 
of the ſame, by the whole Stature of the Tra- 
veller, added to the Diameter of the Earth, 
which may contribute to make Travellers giddy 
upon a Journey. Fluids abate in their Degrees 
of Velocity, as they loſe in their Fluidity ; for 
Coheſion occaſions a greater Friction, which leſ- 
ſens Motion, and makes it ceaſe. Reſiſtence and 
_ Gravity are the ſole Cabſes of the C2/ation of 
Motion. . 


THESE are ſome of the many Conſidera- 
tions on Motion ; we ſhall in the next Place de- 
ſcend to ſome Obſervables on Figurability and the 
Figures of Bodies. As I have all along obſery- 
ed, the firit is the Capacity all Bodies are un- 
der to receive any Figure given them, 'and the 
latter is any actual Figure they have. As all Bo- 

dies have ſome Figure, ſo in phyſical Matters, 
Bodies, which affect our Organs in one and the 
lame Manner, have the ſame Figures pretty 
conſtantly : From the various Figures of Bodies 
it happens, that our Palate and Noftrils feel 
yarious Taſtes and Smells; and as Bitter, for Ex- 
at Co EE. * 
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ample, affects our Pilate in an univerſal Man- 
ner, in one and the ſame Plant; fo may we law- 
fully conclude, that this Bitter ariſes from Par- 
_ ticles in that Plant always alike figured. Mo- 
tion is» much aſſiſted by the Figures of Bodies, 
for they will roll or ſlide according to thoſe 
Figures, which alters the Poſition of the Cen- 
tres of Gravity in them. From Figures ariſes 
Stimulation or Rofion ; and as they may be in- 
finite, their Effects will be ſuch. The Circular 
touch in the feweſt Points, and the Cubical in 
the moſt; the latter occaſions Coheſion, and the 
former, Fluidity. Hence in the Blood, if the 
Clobules be circular, we are healthy, and if 
plain, unhealthy; becauſe in the former Caſe, 
- cur Blood will be fluid, but in the latter, co- 
_ hefive. 7 


Imdenetrability is an eſſential Property of Mat- 
ter, and has no Action; becauſe Racer is ne- 
ver actually penetrated: There is indeed a Re- 
ſemblance of Penetration in many Inſtances, as 
when Fire makes Iron or other Bodies appear to 
be all Fire; but this is only an Entrance into the 
Pores of that Matter, not into the Matter it- 
ſelf; fo when Oil of Vitriol is added to Water, 
the Water and Oil are blended, and take vp leſs 
Space conjoined, than they would do ſeparately; 
becauſe the Oil penetrates into the Vachola or 
little Interſtices left between the globular Parti- 
cles of the Liquor, and fills them up; and in 
hke Manner Salts added to Water take up no 
more Room than the Water itſelf does; becauſe. 
they enter into thoſe Spatiola, and this holds 

good till all the ſmall Spaces are filled up. This is 

What Dr. Hocke calls indeed a Penetration of Di. 


33 95 . menſtons: 
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menſions; but it cannot be term'd a Penetration 
of Matter into Matter, but of Matter into pro- 
per Vacuities. Thus far we have led you thro” 
the eſſential Properties of Bodies, now: we will 
Mew you ſome ſecondary Properties inherent in 
theſe aforeſaid; namely, we ſhall take a View of 
the Texture, the Order, the Diſtance and the 
Poſition of Bodies, and conſider their Effects 
and Conſequences. Ho 3 rs 
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„ITI Textureor Context of a Body ſeems to 
me to be the Reſult of the vaſt Variety of ſe- 
cond Matter, which, as I have ſaid above, is 
not ſymbolical, or, not alike in all Bodies. We 

know by Experience, that a Load-ſtone calcin'd 

loſes its Force of attracting, from the Change of 
its Texture; Cryſtals of Bodies being untvocal, 
ſo that Salt, Saltpetre, Salt Gem, Alum, Vitri- 

ol, and ſome others, do always cryſtalliſe into 

their individual Forms and Figures: The Know- 
ledge of the Figures of Cryſtals is a pretty ſure 
Criterion of the Textures of theſe nam'd, and 
of all other Salts: - For Example, If Salts unite 
into hexagonal Priſms, it is Nitre, if into Pyra- 
mids, it is Sea Salt, if they coaleſce into cubical 
Priſms, it is Salt Gem, if into priſmatical Glebes, 
it is Borax; nay, ſo regular are theſe Figures 
in ctyſtalliſing, that they don't unite confuſedly 
with one another, but each maybe fairly diſtin» 
guiſhed by their ſeparate Union, and declared 
of what Kind it is: Hence is it, that Phyſici- 
ans and Chymiſts have been ſo induſtrious about 
the Figures of Bodies, and particularly of all Sa- 
lines, What is ſaid of Cryſtals, is true as to o- 
ther Salts, whoſe Figures we ought to enquire in- 
to, to be able to account for their Actions on

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human Bodies. - It is from a Texture unknown 
to us, that ſome Bodies are elaſtick; and from 
the ſame Cauſe does it happen, that oily Bodies 
unite with their Likes, and that Water unites 
with Salts and it ſelt; with Salts, becauſe the 
Salts, from their Quantity of Matter contain'd 
in them, attract the Water more ſtrongly, 
than the Water does itſelf; Attraction being, 
as I have faid, proportionable to the Quantity 
7 Matter; and Water attracts Water, or its 
L e 8 


WHAT I ſhall obſerve next, is, That the 
Order, Relation, Vicinity, Proximity, or proper 
Diſpoſal of Particles with one another, cauſes 
ſome Difference, which we dont know how to ac- 
count for; or, how happens it, that a Load- 
ftone, being ſtrongly ſtruck with a Hammer, 
changes its Pole, but that the Shock and Com- 
preſſion alters the Range of the Particles, and 
produces different Effects; in the ſame Manner 
Silver, well hammer d, becomes more elaſtical. 


Situation or Poſition does often produce vari- 
ous Effects; ſo that we ſee how Iron, placed * 
perpendicular Poſture, for a conſiderable Time, 
becomes magnetical: Bodies, which are diapha- 
nous, become opate by pulveriſing. If a Sword 
or any Bar of Iron be drawn upon a Magnet, 
and not drawn off without the Sphere of its Ac- \ I 
tivity, it won't attract at all. The phyſical 

Reaſons, of theſe Phznomena we know nothing 
2 but this being Fact, we place theſe to Po- 
ere N

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Diſtance or Contaf has a great Share in vari- 


ous Appearances ;z for it is by this, that our 


Seaſons are hotter or cooler, that Winter and 


Summer regularly circulate; by this Sailors have 


been taught to wet their Sails to retain the 


Wind, that the Pores may be filled up, and no- 


thing ſo thin as Air is may paſs thro”; by this 
Qualities exert themſelves in the fame Propor- 


tion with Diſtances from Centres, that is, in 
a duplicate Ratio to the Diſtances from their 


_ radiating Points, that Heat at the Diſtance of 
two Feet, acts as four; at three Feet Diſtance, 


as nine; and at four Feet Diſtance, as fixteen ; 


ſo that it is four Times hotter at two Feet Di- 


lours, Sounds, and the reſt: From hence it is, 


ſtance from a Fire, than at four Feet Diſtance ; 


and the fame is ſaid of Light, Shadows, Co- 


that in larger Veſſels the Points of Contact are 


fewer than in the Capillaries; and conſequently, 
that Medicines, or any Force, act more forci- 


bly upon the ſmaller than the larger Veſſels. 


And as we have no Notion how our Souls act 


upon human Bodies, but by its Preſence, we 


may venture to ſay, there muſt be ſome Sort of 
Contact between the Soul and the animal Spirits, 


that makes them ack. But as this Expreſſion is 
liable to grievous Objections, becauſe there is 


no Contact but in material Subſtances, and the 


Soul is ſpiritual; we will rather call this Ef- 


fect, an Indiſtance ſettled at our Creation, by the 


Almighty Power of God, than Contact; and 


as there is, between theſe two, ſome ſort of At- 


and as we cannot evenaffign the phyſical Cauſes 
| | of 


— 


traction alſo ſettled; we may well enough ac- 
count for their mutual Actions upon each other; 
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of many of the Principles here named, we may 
well enough allow of this Explication, till a 
better can be found out. | 


_ HAVING thus travelled thro? the Mecha- 
nical Principles, let us take a ſhort View of thoſe 
Principles alſo, which we commonly call Chymi- 
cal; about which there have been for a long 
Time ſo many Diſputes maintained: That there 
are Concretions of ſmall Bodies, which are im- 
mutable, I think is beyond Diſpute, Tis true, 
that Mr. Boyle, in his Sceptical Chymiſt, has er- 
deavoured to deſtroy this Notion; he has not in- 
deed ſettled any new ones, and I'm ſure he is far 
from having deſtroyed the old, contrary to Dr. 

Friend's Sentiments, who ſays he has. There ſure 
is a certain Number of Claſſes, under which all 
Bodies may be ranged, that is, all Bodies may 


be divided into four Forms or Setts of Cor- 


puſcles, each of which has, for the moſt part, 
- a determinate 5 (en of mechanical Properties 
attending itz and as each Property of thee 
Corpuſcles acts in a determinate Manner, we 
ſay that ſuch a Drugg of ſuch a Form, contain- 
ing ſuch a Number of certain and uſual mecha- 
nical Properties, acts generally alike, or univo- 
cally; and if any ſuch Individual ſhould have 
more or fewer of theſe Properties than another 
of the ſame Form, or ſhould be more or leſs 
_  concentred than another, then that Drugg may 
be called more or leſs ſpecifical in certain Gaſes, 
To illuſtrate this Matter, we will take into our 


Conſideration ſome few- Inftances drawn from 


Experiments, It is a known Truth, that Acids 
do generally coagulate the Blood; however, 
chat there are ſome acid Spirits ſo weak, = 
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they will not have this Eſſect, is certain; let us 
then ſee why any one Acid ſhould fail of doing 
ſo: As theſe Corpuſcles or Principles are not al- 
ways ſo homogeneal, but that they have other 
Particles joined to them, ſome having too 
much Water blended with them, others being 
mixed with fixed Salts, theſe cannot produce the 
Effects we ſpeak of: This is the Caſe with Vine- 
gar and its Spirit; neither of which will coagu- 
late the Blood, till we have reduced them to a 
pure Acid, and have ſeparated both the Water 
and the fixed Salt, with which they are joined, 
and which they have attracted, and then they 
will act univocally with others of that Tribe; 
for one Ounce of Vinegar does not contain a- 
bove eighteen Grains of Acid in it; that is, the 
Proportion of the Acid to the geber Particles 
contained, is only as one to 26 15, or nearly as 
one to twenty ſeven: As there are various De- 
Brees of Coagulation, Vinegar then has no other 
ect upon our Juices, than to arreſt the Cir- 
culation a little, and to cool us, or to ſpeak in 
more modern Terms, than gently to attract 
the Oils in the Blood, by their Points to enter 
into the Pores of the flexile Particles of theſe 
»Oils, to change their ſpherical Figure into He- 
miſpheres, and into cubical or other plainer 
Sur faces, to encreaſe thereby the Blood's. Co- 
heſion, to deſtroy the Elaſticity of its Globules, 
and thus to deſtroy its Fluidity, and conſequent- 
ly its Velocity, and therefore its Attrition or 
20 that is, to cool Wb, as has already ban

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have enquired into the Bottom of Things; they 
run away with Prejudices and Errors they 
have imbibed from unthinking Perſons, in 
whom however they repoſe a Confidence: Let 
this be how it may, it were eaſy to make this 
Sentiment on Principles demonſtrative, if IT did 
not fear to ſwell this Introduction to too large 
a Compaſs, which therefore I refer to the 
Lectures themſelves. | „ 


T EES E Principles, ſo ſtated, are the imme- 
_diate Cauſes of Action, the Mechanical Affections 
are the antecedent and prior Cauſes, and Matter 
itſelf is the procatarick Cauſe, that is, without 
Matter there could be no Mechanical Affections, 
and without the/e apply'd, no Action; ſo that 
if theſe Principles were conſider'd as Corpuſcles 
that were ſelf-ſubſiſting, or, as they term it, if 
they were Hypoſtatical Principles, which, eo ipſo, 
that they ſubſiſt, would act when apply'd, we 
| ſthonld have a very indifferent and incomplete 
Notion of them: But when we take them as 
Bodies, that are veſted wit 

Motion, and ſuch Mechanical Affections in a 
certain Degree, and in a determinate Number, 
then we clearly conceive why they act, or don't 
alt; then do we allo ſee the Reaſon of ſome 
individual Virtues peculiar to one Drug of a 
Claſs, which no others of the ſame Claſs are 
endowed: with. We ſee, for Example, why a 
Diaphoretick that attenuates the Fluids, and 
contracts the Solids, acts more ſtrongly, and 
produces its Effects more certainly, than a bare 
Attenuant will do: We ſee why the Bark is the 
beſt Febrifuge of all we have hitherto come to 
the Knowledge of, and why it can't play its 


Pu 


Figure, Gravity, 
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Part in malignant Fevers. We ſee why the 
Smells of two Plants, tho' both aromatick, dif- 
fer ſo eſſentially, that the Aromatick of Mint is 

eaſily diſtinguiſhable from that of Roſemary, 

and fo of all others: For altho' all Smells be 
produced from Efiuvia, that is, from Bodies 
lighter than Air, driven up into the Noſtrils 
by the Air's Preſſure; yet the Figures of thoſe 

Bodies in Motion differ ſo infinitely, that they 

muſt make Impreſſions upon aur Organs in a 

very different Manner; which Difference is nice- 

ty communicated to the Brain, and different De- 
grees of Tremors being raiſed in the Nerves, 
there ariſe different Idea's of Smells, that is, the 

Smells are eſſentially different. ; 


IT may be objected, as Mr. Boyle does, that 


thefe Principles are changeable into other Bo- 
dies of quite a different Nature, as Mercury in- 
to Water, Oil into Water and Earth, Oil of 
Amie-ſceds into Earth, Phlegm, Salt, a fpiri- 
tuous Subſtance, and an Acid difſolving Coral, 
Salt Water and Oil boil into Soap, and many 
ſuch Changes are laboriouſly and curiouſly de- 
monſtrated: But one Anſwer ſerves thę Turn to 
all of them; for it muſt be by great Induſtry, 
that we bring Bodies to be homogeneal, which, 
when we have done, we find em for exer aſter im- 
mutable, ſuppoſing no Addition be made. There 
is indeed one Objection which has Difficulty in 
it; and tho I have no Leiſure to enter into a 
categorical Anſwer, I ſhall juſt hint at the 
Thing. Nitre v. g. diſtilled, turns moſtly into 
an Acid, but calcin'd moſtly into an alcaline Bo- 
dy; now that one and the fame Body, diffe- 
rently managed, ſhould have ſuch different Prin- 
'T 2 88 _ ciples, 
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ciples, and ſuch different Effefts on human Bo- 
dies, is ſamewhat ſurpriſing : This, I fay, is 
one of the greateſt Difficulties that can be ſtart- 
ed againſt chymical Principles, and yet it is 
readily enough ſolved: But I have not Time 
enough to throw away upon the Difficulty ; on- 
ly this is certain, that the ſame Mineral, Metal, 
or Animal, have always the fame Principles in 
them, and thoſe Principles are always cloathed 
with the ſame and individual Numbers of me- 
chanick Aﬀettions; which mechanical Principles 

do always act univocally. 


TEHEs E Principles are materially prz-exi- 

ſtent in Bodies, and are only caſually called forth 
by the Impulſe of the Fire (as I ſhall prove 12 
the experimental Lectures on the Materia Medica, 
of whoſe Introduction this is a Sketch) and are 
not really Creatures of it, altho' I won't pretend 
to affirm the ſame of the Principiata, which are 
fairly demonſtrated to be Productions of the 
Fire, the Diſcovery of Principles exiſtent in 
them by various Trials and Experiments to be 
ſeen in the Lectures. 


THERE is one Criterion of ſuch chymical 
Principles that has never yet been obſerved in 
particular, and it is this, That all Principles, 
when they are quam proximè homogeneal, are 
incompreſſible; this appears in Water, in Oil, 
in Mercury (which is Earth) and in acid Spi- 
rits; all the Force yet contrived has never been 
capable of diminiſhing the Moles of theſe Bo- 
dies: But when they are combined with each 
other in a thouſand different Manners, by their 
Motions, Figures, and other Properties, 1 
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there arrives ſome Change; then the conjoined 
Bodies admit of Rarefattions and other Quali- 
ties, which Bodies then become capable of 
Compreſſion; hence we may argue a Body to 
be homogencal, when it is not capable to be 


preſſed into a narrower Compaſs, or into a leſs 


Bulk. 


AND altho' I ſtand up for Acid as one of 
theſe chymical Principles, acting in a determinate 
Manner from a ſet Number of mechanical Pro- 
perties uſually conjoined to it, that is, it acts by 
its Figure, its Solidity or Gravity, its attractive 
Force, its Elaſticity, and the reſt of its Affecti- 
ons which it always enjoys, according to its 


Homogeneity; yet I don't aſſert that Alcali's 


are Principles : However they are principial Cor- 
puſcles changed in their Poſitions, and united by 
the Fire, into Bodies of a determinate Solidity, 


with ſuch Figures, and ſuch Pores, emitting ſuch 


Effuvia, into elaitick Bodies, and into ſuch other 
Properties uſual to them, univocally and always, 
and which att as if they were Principles; be- 
cauſe they have like unto them their determi- 
nate Set of Affections allotted always to them, 
which they att univocally, that is, always 
alike, and produce Changes in an uniform Man- 
ner, that is, Motions are encreaſed, or leſſened, 
or directed variouſly, but in an uniform and 
conftant Manner. 7 | 


THus much have I inſerted from the Ex- 
perimental Lectures, that Tiro's may have ſome 
ſmall Idea of what is in IT H E M diſcourſed and 
proved at large, by Experiments on all Bodies, 
and having laid the Ground-work of all phyſi- 


. cal 
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cal Enquiries, © that is, having deſcended in a 
curſory Manner to all we know of the Princi- 
ples of every Action exerted on ſublunary 
Things; we ſhall now proceed to the compound 
Dualities, or to ſuch Qualities as depend up- 
on many of the preceding Properties for the 
Origin of any one of them: Let us give theſe 
Qualities what Names we pleaſe; let us di- 
vide them into, Fir, as Heat, Cold, Dry- 
neſs, Humidity ; into, Second, as Volatility, Fix- 
ity, Corroſibility, Corroſiveneſs; into Senſible, 
as viſible, audible, guſtable, olfactile or tactile; - 
or laſtly, into Occult, as magnetical Attrattion 
and ſubtile Efiuviaz I ſay, let us confider them 
in what Light we pleaſe, they depend on Matter 
variouſly modified, and are merely accidental, in 
as much as if the Properties of Matter be any 
"3 alter'd, they are alſo changed in Proportion. 


THz moſt intelligible Diviſion of 7heſe Qua- 
lities, as well as the moſt uſeful, is to ſplit them 
into active and paſſive, or into actual and mo- 
dal ones; the active or actual depend on * 
and the paſſ Foe or modal, on Reft. 


I ſhall firſt deſcend to ſome Particulars on hs 


active compound Qualities, N in Fluids or 
Solids. 


AM ONGST the Firſt, we ſhall bear of 
Heat and all its Efefs. 


Heat FRE on Motion, Contact, Attraction, 
and the Elaſticity of Bodies conjoin d; when ela- 
ſtick Bodies come into Contacts or Occurſions, 
Whether by Attraction or Motion, their Percuſſi- 

| ons 
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ons and Reſilitions are frequent, and then Heat 

_ enſues: If this be in the Blood, it happens from 
Occurſions of theſe elaſtick Particles, and from 
thence an inteſtine Motion ariſes, that 1s, the 
Particles of the Blood do not by this Motion 
go on parallel to the Axis of the Veſſel, but 
their Direction is all around, and they are dar- 
ted every where on all Sides; Motion alone does 
not contribute to Heat, or how comes it, that 
a Mixture of Coral and Spirit of Vinegar ſhould. 
huff, and yet be cool? Lherefore, it muſt be 
ſome determinate Motion that contributes to 
it, that is, it is not a direft, but another Sort 
of Motion. | 


\ | TEE utmoſt Effects of Heat is Fire, which 
ariſes from the moſt rapid, but aforeſaid deter- 

minate Motion of fit Corpuſcles among them- 

ſelves: There are many other intermediate De- 
grees of it; as for Example, Fuſion or Liqua- 
tion of Metals or other Bodies that are hard, 
ariſes from the violent Motion of the Fire 
which deſtroys the Coheſion of Bodies, and dif 
gregates them: From Motion or Heat, alſo, a- 
riſes Evaporation, becauſe as ſome Parts are by 
Nature more . fugitive than others, a ſmaller 
Heat ſerves to evaporate ſome, whilſt a greater is 
required for the Evaporation of other Bodies z 
and as Sublimation and Deſtillation are only re- 
lative Differences of Evaporation, the ſame may 
be affirmed of them all, namely, that the Steams 
riſe by Motion and Impulſe: A common Effect of 
Heat is Incraſſation of the Liquors; for as Li- 
quors are not always homogeneal, ſome finer, 
more ſubtile and moveable Particles aſcend an. 
leave the more groſs Particles behind, which 


having 
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having large Surfaces, and but little Solidity, 
do readily come into large Contacts, and cohere : 
This is the Caſe of Serum placed over a Candle, 
and of Wine-Drinkers to Exceſs, their aqueous 
Parts fly off, and leave the Blood viſcid. The 
ſame Means that incraſſate, will alſo indurate; 
for as Fluids are every where interſperſed, they 
keep the more ſolid Particles from approaching 
each other; but when by Motion or Heat they 
fly off, the more ſolid Parts come under Con- 
tat, and then Bodies feel harder. Heat, in any 
Body, is a Motion raiſed in that Body, and in 
us it is a Perception or an 1dea of that Mo- 
tion, as Pain, in the Body, acting depends upon 
Motion and the Figure of that Body, but iz us 
it is a Perception or an Idea, which thoſe Cauſes 
raiſe in the Soul. Fumes are an Effect of Heat, 
and if they be ſtrongly heated, they ſhine or be- 
come Flame, which tho? it be the utmoſt Ef- 
fe& of Motion, and conſequently of Heat; 
yet Flames don't burn ſo ſtrongly as ſolid Bo- 
dies heated, becauſe the Solids adhere, and 
give more laſting Percuſſions. Rarefafion is 
alſo an Effect of Heat; and moſt Bodies, whe- 
ther ſolid or fluid, do rarefy with it: Rare- 
faction is when the fame Quantity of Matter 
occupies a greater Space, the Matter being di- 
vided by aerial Particles wedged in betweeen 
each ſolid Particle: This is the Caſe of our 
Blood, which in the Veſſels takes up more 
Room by Heat, and fills the Veſſels to a grea- 
ter Degree in a Fever, than in a natural Cir- 
culation: But all Bodies that are capable of be- 
ing much rarefy'd, have many coheſive as wel 
as ſome lighter Bodies implicated and interw »- 
ven; ſo that whilſt the lighter are rarefy'd 
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but lighter ſpecifically, 
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(which is ſoon done) the others mult hinder | 


Their Exhalation. 


Calcination is an Effect of Heat, that renders 


Bodies abſolutely heavier, but ſpecifically light- 


er; it is an imperfect Vitrification : In it the 
Fire enters, and fills up the vacant Spaces with 
many Particles, rendering the Bodies heavier, 


Pitrification is alſo an Effect of Heat; it is a 
perſect Calcination; in it the Fire paſſes freely 
thro' the Bodies, and exhales every Particle 
that is capable to be rarefy'd, and leaves none 


ſave the heavieſt: So that in Vitrification Bo- 


dies grow ſpecifically heavier, by being made 
homogeneal, from the Exhalation of all light- 
er Bodies and Degſation. Bo: 


IT ought to be no Wonder, that Ice is rarefy'd 
Mater, ſince the Spring of the Air in the Water 
unbends itſelf, and expands the Water, and the 
Solids in the Water change their Figure, and 
cohere, and feel hard from an Entrance of 


ſmall Bodies deſtroying the Water's globular . 


Figure into an angular one throughout the 
Whole Maſs: How ſuch Particles: enter, and 
How the Air unbends it ſelf, ſo as to become 


5 no further elaſtick, I ſhall not now diſpute. 
The Degrees of Heat are beſt meaſured by a 


Thermometer, which I need not deſcribe. As 
to.the Inſtances of Heat produced in various Bo- 


dies, when mixed together, ſuch as Lime and 
Water, Oils and Acids, alcaline Salts and Acids, 


or as to Heat raiſed in Hay and Dungs, and 
the Heat in our Blood, I ſhall omit any No-

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tice of them here, but ſhall diſcuſs thoſe Points 
fully in the Sequel of the Lectures, where they 
naturally fall in, for clearing up Difficulties in 
the Circulation, and other Points. | 


AMONG the ſecond and active compound 
Qualities, I ſhall take a View of 


Palatility Bodies to be eſteemed volatile, 
muſt be very minute, not heavy, of a proper 
Figure, they muſt have ſmall Surfaces; and 
their Parts muſt be of a ſmall Coheſion, and 
they ſhould alſo be elaftick; their Gravity being 
ſmall, will make them more apt to mount, and 
leſs apt to deſcend ; their Smalneſs is an Occa- 
ſion that makes them riſe upon the leaſt Heat 
their Figure makes them glide on without Im- 
pediment; their looſe Coheſion depends alſo up- 
on their Figure, which the more it accedes to 
a Circular or Globular, the leſs will they co- 
here; their Elaſticity depends upon the Texture, 
by this Property they re-accede after Collifion, 

and raiſe Heat by Attrition againſt other Salts.

Corroſivity is the Power Bodies have to cor- 
rode others; ſuch Bodies ſhould be /inall, fitly 
ſhaped, movable, or agile and ſolid. If they 
are not ſmall, they can't inſinuate themſelves; 
and yet if they be too ſmall, they paſs through; 
if they are not of a proper Figure to enter, 
they ſtick and can't act, and are rendered inca- 
pable of Motion; if they be not ſolid but flex- 
ile, they can't be driven into the Body to be 
corroded: But it is plain, that ſome 2 is 
required to all Actions; and if either the Preſ- 
ſure of the Atmoſphere, Fire, Solution, or ſome 
SC23 II. 
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impelling Force don't contribute, there will 
be no Action, whether we talk of Corroſion or 
any other: From Bodies thus corroſive, we 
ſuffer Corroſions and Solutions of Continuity in 
our Bones and fleſhy Parts, and alſo in the fibrous 
Parts of the Blood; and if theſe be ſuch in a ſmall 
Degree, they only ffimulate our Fibres. It ought 
to be obſerved, that in every Stimulation, the 
Fibres are corrugated, criſpated, and ſhortened 
Titillation is the loweſt, and Pain or ſtrong Ir- 
ritation is the higheſt Degree of Stimulation ; 
for when it runs higher, it amounts to Corro- 
ſion. All Stimuli act, 1. by their Figures, and the 
more acute Angles any Body has, it may be 
driven the further into an Interſtice of a Fibre 
by any Impulſe; 2. by their Solidity, for the more 
Matter there is in any Particle, it is carried 
the further into any Obſtacle, and therefore ei- 
ther into the Sides or Extremities of any Veſſel, 
by any Force; 3. by their Contact, for the nearer 
any Bodies approach to another, they ſtick the 
.cloſer to any Obſtacle. Laſtly, The Capacity 
of the Veſſel is a helping Cauſe ; for the ſmal- 
ler any Veſſel is, in which a Stimulus reſides, 
or is moved, the oftner will this Stimulus ſtrike | 
againſt its Sides, and more certainly produce its 
Effects; and hence is the Reaſon known, how 
Afringents, for Example, ſhut up or contract 
the Mouths of the ſmall Veſſels ſo eſſectually, 
when perhaps the larger ones receive little Ad- 
vantage or Damage from them; for as the Con- 
tacks of the criſpating or ſtimulating Medicine 
are moſtly exerted on the Capillaries, their 
Force is firſt felt there: Acerbs, in a ſmall De- 
gree, criſpate; in a greater, they corrode; as 
appears in Mercurials; the weakeſt of * 
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will conſtr inge the Fibres, and the ſtrongeſt will 
corrode them. © | 


TE Elaſticity of a Fibre, by which it re- 
coiles and criſpates to any Degree after its for- 
cible Dilatation, or upon Stimulations, is the 
Cauſe of many Phenomena in Nature. In us it 
is diminiſhed, or encreaſed; by its Diminution, 
our Blood ceaſes to move forward; and by 
its Encreaſe, the Veſſels are ſtraitned, and the 
Blood's Circulation is alſo diſturbed. Glaſs it- 
ſelf, like our Fibres, contracts by Coldneſs, 
and dilates by Heat, and both compreſs the 
Liquors contained thereby; and many Diſor- 
ders ariſe from either, but Health is preſerved 
by a due Degree of it: It ariſes from Motion 


| implanted in a Fibre, after it is ſtretched to its 


full Pitch: It is a Property implanted by the Al- 
mighty in a Fibre, of which we can give no 
Account, but we know it is preſerved by Sti- 
mulation, by Cold externally, or hot Medi- 


cines internally, by Abſorption of exceſſive 


Humidity, with moderate Fire, or Abſorbents; 


by an external Body equally compreſſing, viz. by 


Immerſion in Water, and by taking olf an in- 
ternal Weight with Diſcharges (by Bleeding, Ca- 
tharticks, c.), and the Fibres become too rigid 
by any permanent Stimulation. Tis to be noted, 
that elaſtick Bodies are ſonorous, and the acu- 
ter is the Sound, the more elaſtick is that Bos 
f -.

Suſpenflon is an Effect of Attraction and a 
greater Contaft, Salts are ſuſpended in Water, 


| by Reaſon of their attracting the Wate: more 


than the Water does itſelf; che Keaſon of this

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Attraction is a Solidity of the Salts greater 
than that of the Water. Attraction is the 
Cauſe. of Solution, and the fame is the Cauſe 
of Suſpenſion; therefore the Suſpenſion of hea- 
vy Bodies in lighter, as of Salt in Water, of 
Silver in Agua fortis, Ic. is not cauſed by the 
Renitency of the Fluid to Deſcent, or from 
the Surface of the heavier Body encreaſed, but 
from Attraction only; for where Attraction is 
greater than Gravity, the Laws of Gravity are 
ſuſpended; as where Repulſion is greater than 
Gravity, the ſame Laws of Gravity are alſo 
ſuſpended. 0 


Attenuation, Solution, are produced from 
Motion, and from the Smalneſs of Bodies, as 
alſo from a leſs Cohefion of the Bodies to be 
attenuated. Impulſe on a ſmall ſurfaced Body, 
ſomewhat heavy, elaſtick, and hard, of an acute 
Angle at the Baſe, and longiſh, will drive 
the fame into an Obſtacle with great Efficacy; 
this is the Caſe of volatile Salts, and Chaly- 
beats or Mercurials driven into the Blood and 
Fibres: 'Theſe Medicines generally raiſe Heat 
in us, by their frequent Occurſions with the 
other Salts and Sulphurs in the Blood, and 
their repeated Stimulations impreſſed on the Fi- 
bres of the Veſſels thro which they circulate. 
As for the Solution of Bodies, there is required 
an Entrance into their Pores, and Attraction; 
when Attraction of the Bodies ceaſes, Solutions 
ceaſe ; hence Liquors diſſolve a certain Quanti- 
ty, and:-no more.

J am not now at Leiſure to ſnew the 
ſmall Difference there is between Fermentation 
and Putrefaction. Whatever Efferveſcences are 
raiſed between Bodies, happen from theſe Prin- 
ciples, and not from Antipathy, as was former- 
ly ſuppoſed: And as muſty Bodies ſmell, it ap- 
pears, that it muſt be ſome Motion ſuitable to 
that in Putrefaction, where the Bodies impri- 
ſoned fall into a Struggle. = 


Precipitatian is, when any Body ſuſpended is 
thrown down to the Bottom of Liquor; tis cau- 
kd by adding Weight to the Body ſuſpended, as 
appears in this, that precipitate Mercury weighs 
more than the Sublimate put in, or by leſſening 
the Weight or Tenacity of the Body ſuſpending. 


Trcifion depends on the Figure and Weight 
of a Body, which performs its Work according * - 
to its Edges, it divides or cuts. 1 


Taſte is a Senſation, Perception, or Idea, raiſ- 
ed in us from the Organs affected by the Figures, 
Motion, and Impulſe of the little Corpuſcles 
reſiding in various Bodies; tis then an Action 
or Impreſſion made on our Organs. The Pert- 
neſs of Taſtes depends on ſome elaſtick Particles 
contain'd ; far wherever the Air is exhauſted 
from Liquors of any Kind, they loſe their 
Pertneſs. | 


Smells ariſe from the fame, but more exalt- 
ed, Cauſes as Taſte; for the material EHuvia

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are an Argument of an exquiſite Minuteneſs of 


| Parts. 


Colours depend on a various Refleftibility or 
Refrangibility, which does not depend on a va- 
rious Modification of Light, but on an innate 
Quality in the reflecting Body, produced by va- 
Tious Coheſions, occaſioned chiefly from the 
Combinations of Salts and Sulphurs, as will be 
ſhewn by various Experiments in the Lectures. 
To give one Inſtance of the Truth of this Aſ- 
ſertion, whenever a Body loſes its Taſte and 
Smell, the Colour of that Body fades; and to 

| convince us, that what occaſions Colours is moſt 
frequently groſs, is, that Colours ſeldom do 
mount from the coloured Bodies in Diſtillation. 
Tranſparency is a Tranſmiſſion of Light, which 
depends upon ſuch a Poſition of Particles in a 
Body, as that its Pores are penetrated in a direct 

Line, and are large enough to permit Light to 
paſs thro'; for if we change the Poſition of ſuch 
a Body by poudering it, the Body then becomes

Sound is a Percuſſion of the Air and its Vi- 
bration, which is fo great as ſometimes to ſhake 
wooden Seats; for as it is obſerved, Organs 
will make the Seats in Churches tremble, and 
make our Fibres alſo vibrate. 5 


Filtration, is when Bodies are preſſed thro? 
ſmall Pores by their proper Gravity: But in 
Filtrations there is an odd Phenomenon, which

of Attraction, Cold leaving Bodies without 
any Impulſe on them, they then act at Leiſure 
by their attractive Forces, and do run into 

Coalitions, and all the little Maſſes do run in- 
to one large Body. No Wonder therefore, 
that in very cold Seaſons, where the Cold ren- 
ders our Fibres rigid, and conſequently im- 
movable; and where alſo the Fluids are arre- 
ſted in their inteſtine as well as their progreſſive 
Motions, the Blood ſhould, by ſtopping in the 
extreme Parts, for Want of the ſyſtaltick Mo- 
tion of our Veſſels and Siphons, and by run- 
ning into large Concretions, . whuch bung up 
the Capillaries, produce Obſtructions, Tumore 
and Gangrenes, which ſo frequently happen.

Coheſion, Adheſion, Tenacity, Viſcoſity, Incrafe 
is plain, and therefore on a greater Contact 
and aduration of the Bodies; and in us the 
Elafticity of the Particles is deſtroyed from 


Contact, the Parts unite into larger Bodies 
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and the Friction againſt the Sides of the Veſ- 
ſels becomes greater; Motion is therefore re- 
tarded, and Particles cling cloſe to their Sides, 
and adhere: They depend neither on Gravity;

longs to a further Enquiry, which we ſhall diſ- 
3 in a proper Place, but at preſent it ſuffi- 
ces to know, that glutinous Bodies have large 
Surfaces, and are coheſive from their many 
Contacts, and have but little Matter in them; 
whence being large, coheſive and light, they 
are retarded according to their Surface and 
Figure, and do reſiſt or puſh againſt any Ob- 
ſtacle, but weakly, by reaſon of the little Matter 
in them. As all Motion is proportionable to 
the Quantity of Matter in, and the Velocity 
of both, and all being reſpectively ſmall or un- 
fit for Motion, ſuch Bodies move ſlowly along: 
Hence is it that muc&ys Decoctions, ſuch as 
Barley Water, Decoctions of Althæa, Decocti- 
ons or the Syrup of Althæa, and the like: 
Hence is it that Gellies of Hartſhorn, of 
Calves Feet, and ſuch like, do nouriſh and 
cool us, becauſe, being cohefive and large, 
they rub every where, and cling every where, 
as well as to each other; and being light, 
they are ſtrongly reſiſted, and therefore move 
weakly on, that is, they nouriſh by dropping 
their Particles Boy where, and cool us, by 
heing too weakly hurried on in our Veſſels.

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Obtuſion ſignifies a Sheathing of a ſharp- 
pointed Body, and it denotes a Softneſs and 
Poroſity in the obtunding, and a Hardneſs and 
Pointedneſs in the Body, to be obtunded.

Abſorption is a Reception of humid Particles 
into Vacuities and Pores, and this Admiſſion 
is proportionable to the Largeneſs of the Dia- 
meters of the Pores, and to their Altitudes or 
Depths.

HAVING thus deſcended to moſt Parti- 
culars concerning Qualities, we will now pro- 
ceed to take a curſory View of our Solids, 
Fluids, and their Properties, as alſo of our 
Ideas and Perceptions; after which we ſhall 
more readily conceive, how the aforeſaid Qua- 
lities take Place in us, and how material or 
ſpiritual Helps do us Good or Harm. 


WHILST the Juices are carried through 
Channels, they are ſubject to a vaſt Number 
of Misfortunes and Prejudices; for if the Flu- 
ids ſhould by any Chance be rarefied to any 
great Degree, each Tube is too much dilated 
ſo that the whole Veſſels are enlarged and 
lengthen d, and grow thinner, and loſe their ela- 
fiick Force; or if the Mixture ſhould be too 
much fraught with oily or watery Parts, whilſt 
| N 1¹ 
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it is circulating, it beſmears the Veſſels, and 
deſtroys their elaſtick Tone, and renders them 
too lax; if, on the other hand, the Fluids 
contain'd, do abound in earthy or ſaline Par- 
- - ticles, the Solids, thro' which they paſs, are 
ſtimulated or abraded to various Pitches, in 
Proportion to which they may either be ren- 
dered more elaſtick, or more rigid, and they 
may be pricked, or corroded, and diſſolved; or if 
the Fluids be too coheſive, by their flow Motion, 
and their large Surfaces, they cling cloſe to the 
Veſſels. Our Fluids circulating in theſe Veſ- 
ſels, do receive Impreſſions and Impulſes from 
the various Contractions of them; and as they 
are circulated by the Pulſation of the Heart, 
' we ought to know what will maintain this Sy- 
 fole and Diaſtole, that is, what will promote 
the Circulation; for whatever takes off the Re- 
ſiſtences, whatevey reſtores the Influx of Blood 
and Spirits, whatever keeps the Veſſels flexile, 
and maintains a due contrattile Force, promotes 
and maintains, or reſtores, this progreſſive Mo- 
tion. If our Juices abound, the Solids are in- 
jured by their too great Dilatation: If they 
are diminiſhed, the Solids grow rigid, or are 
not ſtimulated enough, and then the Fluids 
cohere: If they be too ſbarp-pointed, they 
diſſolve the Solids: If they abound with Wa- 
ter, the Particles that would attract each other 
are kept at a Diſtance, and the Veſſels are 
too meekly ſtimulated, then the Fluids coaleſce, 
_ or ſubſide, our Heat abates, and Secretions are 
irregularly performed: If they abound with 
various Salts, theſe by the Contractions of cur 
Veſſels are ſent forward, Whilſt they are hur- 
Jed on, there happen various and frequent Oc- = 
oY - curſiont 
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curſions with others, they attract each other; 
and produce various Changes, according to the 


mechanick Principles in each, and raiſe either 


Commotions, Rarefactions, Attenuations, Eva- 
porations, and Solutions, or produce Incraſſa - 
tions, Denſations, Coagulations, and Coheſions, 
and a {low Circulation; for where Bodies have 
in them but little Matter and large Surfaces, 
under Contact, ſuch Bodies are carried for- 
ward in the Veſſels but ſlowly, becauſe the 
Velocity is leſſened by Friction, and Reſiſten- 
ces, for want of Matter, encreaſe. 5 3 


TES E are the chief Prejudices that our 
Solids and Fluids receive. I have forbore to 
mention how Medicines can act upon Bodies 


extraneous to our Solids, that is, upon Stones,

W H ILST cheſe denden Has 
ore univocal, they have a determinate Meaning; 
and when I fay a Digeſtive, I mean a Relaxer 
and Stimulator: If I fay ſuch a Medicine is 
Sarcotick, I mean by relaxing and ſtimulating 
the Veſſels, it empties them, and by contrac- 
ting them, it draws: their Orifices into a nar- 
rower Compaſs: ' By an Epulotict, is meant 
Contraction and Abſorption: By an Anodyne, 
is meant ſuch a Medicine as attenuates the 
Fluids, and rarefies them, and alſo relaxes the 
Solids: By - Suppuratives, we mean ſtimulating 
and conſtipating Medicines ; the emplaſtict Me-

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I T is evident then, that Phyſicings impoſe 
Names on their Medicines, whoſe Significa« 
tions are ſometimes ſo uniform, that when. we 
pronounce them, we know what Effects they 

roduce, on the Solids and Fluids, by their 

ames.: But it is not always thus; ; for we 
often give the ſame Names to Medicines, 
which have yery different Effects on human 
Bodies; nor can we rid theſe of their Ambi- 
guity, or can the Eſſects be aſcertained till we 
baye Recourſe to the compound Qualities and 
their Cauſes: For Example, Medicines which 
Have very different Principles in them, are 

call'd Cephalicks ; for ſuppoſe the Head loaden 
me Blood of a groſs Nature, we then call 
ſuch Medicines, Cephalick, as will ſtimulate the 

Fibres, and attenuate this Viſcoſity, that is, 
Acorus p. 3. Angelica p. 7. and Caryonhyllata p. 
22. of Vol. 1. and many others of this Nature. 
are Cephalicks: But we oſten alſo call thoſe 
MM. edicines Cepbalict, which have very different 
Effects; for Fange where the Blood is too 
much rarefjed and thinned with volatile Salts, 
5 of the frequent Contrattions and Stimulations 
of the Veiſels, they are too much diſtended 
with ſuch Contents an Diſorders, ſuch as. E- 
pilepſies, and at laſt, Apoplexies enſue, 2 .

Secondly, Becauſe this 
alſo meeting with the volatile Oils in the 
Blood, it attracts them, and thickens them, 
or makes them glutinous, by changing their 
globular into 4 Paier Figure; 6 that the 
airy. or elaſtick Particles, reſting between the 
Interſtices of the Globules, are forced of and 
do evaporate and eſcape thro' the Pores © 
the Fibres, and the Blood is brought into 
a, narrower Compaſs and Space. Hence the 
Veſſels, not being ſo much diſtended with ra- 
refied Contents, recover their elaſtick Dons 
and even are ſtrengthened ; fo that the lood 
is . hurried on again in a due Tenour, and 
what reſted on the Fibres, and ſtimulated 
them, is now preſſed forwards with Eaſe: 
For not only Gravity, but all other Effects, 
are more exerted and felt, when the Blood 
moves on too ſlowly, which it does as well 
by exceſſive Attenuation, as by its Coheſion z 
and thus we ſee, that the Word Cephalick is 
an ambiguous Term, nor has it any determinat2 
Meaning. The ſame may be faid of Pleuri- 
ticks, Peflorals, Hydropicks,  Hepaticks, Uterines, 
Stomachicks, Spleneticks, Anticolicals, Nervines, 
Nephriticks, Emmenagogues, Ophthalmicks, Amti- 
dotes, Otalgicks, Odontalgicks, Antimaniacks, An. 
ticonvulſives, and an infinite Number of Spe- 
cificks againſt Diſeaſes: For who is there 1 
pray underſtands, - what a Phyſician, means, 
when he tells any one, that he finds a cer- 
tain Drugg to be an excellent Remedy in a 
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Dropſy, or in a Conſumption? But if he ſhou'd 
add, that Conſumptions generally proceed froni 
ſharp Salts in the Blood, which by their fre- 
quent Circulations, ſhave off the very Coats 
of the Veſſels, and tear the Lungs, and oc- 
caſion original Conſumptions; and this Medi- 
cine being ſmooth, flexile and porous, it 
ſheathes thoſe Salts, and ſticks to the Sides of 

the Veſſels, and lines them with a mucous 
Matter, and hinders theſe Effects of Stimula- 
tion .and Corrofion, and ſo prevents a Con- 
ſumption; he would then make his Meaning 

evident, and determinate, by ſpecifying the 
compound Qualities, whereby the Medicine ope- 
rates, and then the Rationale of theſe is ſig. 
_ evident from what has preceded. los 


Now as the Author of theſe Sheets ex- 
preſſes himſelf variouſly, you muſt take him 
in a proper Senſe: He ſays, for Example, 
That Millepedes, Vol. 2. p. 144, 145, are good 
in an Aſthma and a Dropſy: I am to conſi- 
der why he aſſerts theſe Things; I find that 
one Sort of Aſthma depends on a Load of 
Phlegm lodging in the Bronchiæ, and the 
Matter ſticking cloſe to the Lungs, and the 
Pores being relaxed and not irritated, this 
Load will reſt there, and a Danger of choaking 
by ſtopping the Circulation enſues. Now Millepe- 
dies have a Power of attenuating the Fluids, and 
of ſtimulating the Solids, by which Effects they 
: diſengage the Adheſion, and ſhake the Phlegm 
from off the Lungs, and prove antiafthmatical': 
They alſo are antihydropical; becauſe, as they 
ſtimulate and attenuate, they prove diuretick, 
and encreaſe the fluid Secretions moſt 3 becauſe, 
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the Blood's Fluidity being encreaſed, its Ve- 
locity is alſo augmented; and wherever the 
Blood's Velocity is encreaſed, its thin Parts 
come oftener to the ſecretory Dutts, and are 
therefore oftner ſecreted: Secretions, ceteris pa- 
ribus, being in Proportion to the ſecretory 
Dus, the Quantity of Matter, and the Flui- 
dity of the Juices, and conſequently. their Ve- 
locity at thoſe Dutts. - aw 


| Try s may we reaſon on all Caſes; for by 
Enquiry we. ſhall find, that the decompounded 
Effects here mentioned, are derived from the 
foreſaid compound Qualities, and thoſe again 
from the mechanical Principles or Properties of 
Bodies firft named, higher than which we can't 
go, nor need we; ſince they give us the Solu- 
tions of all Phenomena in Nature, that is, H- 
dropicks do ſtiniulate and attenuate Stimulation 
is from the Figure of a Medicine, and Atte- 
uation from Motion, Minuteneſs, and Weight 
exerted on a yielding and flexile Body. This 
Figure, this Motion, this Minuteneſs, and this 
Weight, are the mechanical Properties of Bo- 
dies, from whence originally are derived all 
Changes produceable on human Bodies, and we 
can go no higher than theſe Cauſes in account- 
ing for all Effects that are produced in Nature. 


As for the Axioms obſervable in adminiſtring 
or applying all Medicines, they ſo properly 
belong to the Lectures ſubſequent to this Intro- 
duction, that I ſhall not inſert them here, but re- 
Fry them to be diſcuſſed in their proper Place. 
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* Whether theſe be really Principles or Elements, it is 
not worth our While to diſpute; for by Analyſis with 
Fire, or a natural Separation, Bodies are obſerv'd to be 
divided into five ſeveral Claſſes ; and each Claſs has con- 
3 ſtant and regular Properties velonging to it, which each 


Individual of that Claſs is obſery'd to enjoy, ſaving ſome 
few of that Kind: We are, therefore, no way ſolicitous, 
how much further theſe Bodies may be divided, or into 
what other Particles they may be ſeparated ; ſince it is 
not affirm'd, that Principles are ever homogeneal; only 
this may with Truth be aſſerted, that how much ſoever 
of any other Principle, any. Body is diſcover'd to contain, 
ſo far that Principle is not homogeneal ; if, for Example, 
according to Mr. Boyle, Oils of Anniſeeds, Amber, or 
Turpentine being often diſtill'd, are obſery'd to give out 
an Earthy Powder, a Phlegm, a Spirituous Subſtance, a dry 
Salt, and an Acid diſſolving Coral; we only conclude, 
that ſuch an Oil is not homogeneal, and that, therefore, 
it contains all the five Principles in it in certain Propor- 
tions; and the more this Ratti, is diſcover'd by Induſtry, 
the better ſhall we be enabled to judge of its Effects: For 
Want of which Care and Pains it happens, that we con- 
tent ourſelves uſually with Experience, to aſcertain the 
Effects of Individuals moſt in Uſe.
